^ i'NE MIGHT rightly ask and in fact this quest¬ 
ion is constantly being put by those UPO-logers, 
who are only for the 'factual 1 angle of it alls 
"What has telepathy to do with Flying Saucers or 
space ships at that?"

The reason being that he is not in the position 
to bear prolonged contact with a civilization 
further advanced than his! He would either tend 
to fight - as many a colonial people did in re¬ 
action to the White Man's civilizations or he 
would lapse into indifference and degeneration, 
as the pace (of a now demanded development under 
such advanced surroundings) would by nature of 
this situation be too quick.

They consequently do not 
offer us the opportunity to find out more about 
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the technical side of the sau¬ 
cer problem - forces, propuls¬ 
ion, materials - a line of con¬ 
duct which is demonstrated by 
their not landing in masses or 
in front of scientific congres¬ 
ses.

ible thing to do would be to 
tone down on the 'factual' angle 
and to inquire ever more into 
the implications of wise self- 
improvement. As a matter of 
fact, in our opinion this is the 
very thing "done" to us by cos- 
mical cyclic law and even right 
up t$ the point of our either 
winning through or perishingl
